DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Election Requirement 

Applicants' election of group III (claims 38-58) and the cancellation of all of the other 
claims is acknowledged. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because the drawings do not clearly show the 
insulation surrounding the pipe bundles. Applicant should provide an additional drawing 
clearly showing the insulating material surrounding the pipe bundles as claimed. In 
addition, the reference numeral 231 for the "pipe bundle" is not labeled in the drawings. 
A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not 
be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 38 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
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which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Claim 38 recites "a system for loading and unloading gas from said pipes." 
The specification, however, discloses that separate systems are used to load and 
unload the gas from the pipes, see page 33, line 1 of the specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 40-58 are allowed.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Hoist, Finn, and Chowdhury are cited for the 
showing of modular systems for storing gas comprising a plurality of pipes.
